Water:  The  supervision  which  the  Department  ma.ii tains  over 

wator  supplies  was  continued  throughout  the  yoar  and  40  samples 
of  potable  waters  from  various  supplies  wero  sent  for  chemical 
examination  ond  45  for  bacteriological  examination.  Of  those 
samples,  21  were  found  not  to  be  fit  for  potable  purposes  as  a 
result  of  chemical  examination  and  16  were  unsatisfactory  as  a 
result  of  bacteriological  examination. 

Drainage  t  The  scwer3  and  3ov/ago  disposal  works  in  the  Parish  of 

Colwall  wore  maintained  in  good  order  throughout  the  year.  Eight 
new  drains  were  constructed  in  connection  with  dwelling  houses 
and  eight  oxisting  drains  were  improved. 

Closet  Accomnodation: 


The  Department  scoured  the  conversion  of  2  privies  to 
poll  closots  and  3  privies  were  replaced  by  water  closets.

The  incidence  of  scabies  appeal’s  to  have  been  very  low  in 
the  District  before  the  outbreak  of  war  but  with  the  outbreak  of  war,  as  a 
result  of  the  migration  of  the  population  4  and  over  crowding1  the  incidence  of 
the  disease  has  increased*  During  the  year  "under  review,  10  cases  of  scabies 
were  brought  to  the  notioo  of  the  Department  but  as  the  disease  is  not 
notifiable  this  figure  probably  understates  tho  facts* 

Diphtheria  Immunisations* 

Tho  Department  continued  its  efforts  to  secure  immunisation 
against  diphtheria  of  all  children  residing  in  tho  area*  with  a  certain  amount 
of  suooess*  The  Counoil  with  tho  oooporation  of  tlio  practitionors  in  the  Area 
inaugurated  a  scheme  whereby  free  immunisation  was  available  from  the  family 
doctor  and  tills  scheme  has  helped  groatly* 

During  the  year  227  children  under  5  years  of  age  and  575  \ 

ohildren  5-15  years  completed  courses  of  diphtheria  prophyllactic#  making  a 
total  of  802 •  At  the  end  of  the  year#  it  was  estimated  that  45$  of  children 
under  5  years  had  received  oourses  of  prpplyllactio  and  52$  of  those  aged 
5-1 5  years* 


Tuberculosis;** 

On  the  1st*  January  1942  there  was  a  total  of  28  cases  of 
tuberculosis  on  the  Regis  tor  «*  18  pulmonary  end  10  nan-pulmonary*  During  the 
yoar  13  notifications  were  received  -  8  pulmonary  and  5  non-pulmonary*  Seven 
oases  were  romovod  «*  4  pulmonary  and  3  non-pulmonary,  loaving  a  total  of  34 
cases  -  22  pulmonary  and  12  non-pulmonary  -  on  tho  Register  on  31st*Deceiriber  1942*
